Upon arriving at ће location they encountered a 52-year-old male 
Hispanic, who appear to be under the influence of methamphetamine. Upon contacting 
the male, he charged at the deputies and a fight ensued. During the fight the suspect was 
pepper sprayed, Tazered, struck with an expandable straight baton, struck with a flashlight, 
and kicked several times, before ultimately being subdued and handcuffed, Once he was 
handcuffed, he continued to kick the deputies, so he was further controlled by the 
application of a Rip-Hobble. 


The male was taken to County U.S.C. Medical Center where he was treated for abrasions, 
contusions, a small laceration, and fractures to his left arm and right ankle. 


STATEMENTS: 


The two deputies who were initially involved in this incident were Deputies Hugo Ramos 
and Oscar Lopez. Each deputy wrote a separate report detailing his involvement in this 
incident, Deputy Ramos wrote the Incident Report and Deputy Lopez wrote a 
Supplemental Report (Exhibit-A). The two deputies gave substantially the same account 
of the incident. 


On August 8, 2004, Deputies Ramos and Lopez were working East Los Angeles Station, 
Unit 23 - Early Morning Shift, from 10:00 PM until 6:00 AM. Deputy Ramos was driving and 
Deputy Lopez was the passenger. At approximately 2:49 AM, they received a call of a 
Family Disturbance at tag 48). The call stated that the drunk 

Маг at the location refusing to leave. The deputies arrived at the location 
within two minutes and immediately observed a male Hispanic (Jose Hernandez - 52) 
standing on the front porch of the house. The deputies stated the porch of the house was 
approximately eight feet long and four feet wide and was completely closed by wrought iron 
fencing. They said there was also several potted plants on plant stands within the 
enclosed patio. 
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The deputies stated they first contacted Mr. Hernandez from approximately 10 feet away, 
but instead of noting symptoms of alcohol intoxication, it was their believe he exhibited 
signs of stimulant intoxication, in that his speech was rapid, he was sweating profusely, he 
appeared nervous and excitable, he appeared paranoid, and was apparently hallucinating 
because he was talking to someone who was not there. 


Deputy Ramos stated that he asked the suspect to step off the porch and approach their 
radio car, so they could talk to him. However, the suspect refused and stated he was not 
leaving. 


The deputies said Mr. Hernandez’ 0 0 1 came to the wrought iron 
security screen door and told the deputies her ПИ ad not lived at the location for 
over a year. She said he was a narcotics user. She also said she wanted him arrested for 
trespassing. The deputies talked to Mr. Hernandez for approximately three to five minutes 
in an effort to resolve the situation. As their dialogue with Mr. Hernandez continued, they 
stepped onto the enclosed front porch. Deputy Ramos reported that upon doing so, Mr. 
Hernandez immediately charged at them, then took a boxer's stance in front of them. He 
stated he heard Deputy Lopez yell, "Tazer," then shot Hernandez with his M-26 Tazer. 
Deputy Ramos stated he simultaneously pepper sprayed Hernandez with a 2 - 3 second 
burst of spray. Deputy Ramos stated that at this time he also requested assistance via his 
radio. 


Regarding this same part of the incident, Deputy Lopez reported that when Hernandez 
charged at him, he (Hernandez) was waving his arms in the air. Deputy Lopez stated when 
Hernandez got to within 6 - 7 feet from him, he thought Hernandez was going to assault 
him, so he “Tazered” him. 


Deputy Ramos said Mr. Hernandez took several steps back, but neither the Tazer nor the 
pepper spray seemed to have a noticeable effect on him. He reported that Hernandez 
ripped the Tazer darts from his body and charged at them again. 


Deputy Lopez reported that prior to Hernandez ripping the darts from his body, he (Deputy 
Lopez) deployed a second burst of current from the Tazer. 


Both deputies reported that when Hernandez got to within 2 - 3 feet of them, he picked up 
a metal plant stand and began swinging it at Deputy Ramos. Hernandez struck Deputy 
Ramos on the right shin with the plant stand, then attempted to swing it at him again. 
Deputy Lopez reported that when this happened he struck Hernandez 5 -10 times on the 
left arm and shoulder with his expandable straight baton, in an attempt to get Hernandez 
to drop the plant stand. Deputy Ramos reported that the baton strikes caused Hernandez 
to drop the plant stand, However, Deputy Lopez reported that he felt his strikes were 
ineffective because of the enclosed area of the porch. Deputy Lopez said he inadvertently 
struck the side of the porch with the baton, which caused him to drop it. He reported that 
Hernandez dropped the plant stand, but continued to walk toward them. Deputy Ramos 
reported that during this time Hernandez was swinging his arms at them. 
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The deputies stated that during this time Hernandez slipped on debris and fell to his knees. 
Both deputies approached Hernandez in order to restrain him; however, Hernandez 
continued to punch at them. Deputy Ramos reported that he struck Hernandez five to ten 
times in the torso with his flashlight. Deputy Lopez reported that he also struck Hernandez 
five to ten times with his flashlight on the right arm, but while doing so Hernandez grabbed 
his flashlight and attempted to take it from him. Deputy Lopez stated that he yelled to 
Deputy Ramos that Hernandez had his flashlight and the two deputies continued to 
struggle for control of the light. 


Atthis time Deputies Sean Banks (Unit 23-A) and Frank Alvarado (Unit 24-A) arrived at the 
location. Deputy Lopez reported that once the additional deputies arrived, they continued 
to struggle with Hernandez. Hereported Deputy Alvarado kicked Hernandez several times 
in the torso in an attempt to control him. 


Deputies Ramos and Lopez reported that eventually Deputies Banks and Ramos were able 
to force Hernandez’s hands behind his back and handcuff him. Hernandez continued to 
struggle after being handcuffed, so he was restrained with a Rip-Hobble by Deputy Daniel 
Farrell. 


А.В. Note: The Video tape of the location and of Suspect Hernandez which 
was taken by Sergeant Arellano (Exhibit-D) depicts the porch, plant stand, 
and Hernandez consistent with the information provided by the deputies. 


Deputy Frank Alvarado stated that he went to the location in response to Deputy Ramos’ 
broadcast of being involved in a fight. He stated that when he arrived at the location he 
heard Deputy Lopez yelling, “He's got my flashlight.” Deputy Alvarado described Deputy 
Lopez's voice as “desperate.” 


Deputy Alvarado stated that he ran to the porch. He described the porch essentially the 
same as Deputies Ramos and Lopez did. He stated that as he approached the porch he 
saw Hernandez lying on his stomach with his left hand under his stomach and out of view. 
He stated that Hernandez had a tight grip on Deputy Lopez’s flashlight and Deputy Lopez 
was attempting to hold on to the other end of the flashlight with both hands. He said 
Deputy Lopez was breathing shallow. Deputy Alvarado said Hernandez was twisting his 
body in an effort to gain leverage and get the flashlight. Deputy Alvarado stated he saw 
Deputy Ramos straddling Hernandez's legs in an attempt to immobilize his lower body. He 
stated that Deputy Sean Banks (who arrived before him) was grabbing Hernandez's right 
hand in an unsuccessful attempt to release his grip on the flashlight and gain control of the 
hand to handcuff him. 


Deputy Alvarado said in an attempt to control Hernandez, he (Deputy Alvarado) kicked 


Hernandez approximately five time in the upper back with the heel of his right foot. He 
stated the initial kicks were not effective, so he kicked him about five more times. 
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Deputy Alvarado stated that subsequent to the additional kicks, Deputy Banks was able 
to gain control of Hernandez's hands and handcuff him. 


Deputy Sean Banks stated that he went to the location in response to Deputy Ramos' 
broadcast of being involved in a fight. Deputy Banks stated that upon his arrival at the 
location he saw Deputies Ramos and Lopez struggling to gain control of Hernandez as he 
(Hernandez) lay struggling on the ground. His said Hernandez's right side was against the 
wrought iron door which enclosed the porch. He said as he ran toward the fight, he heard 
Deputy Lopez yell, "He's got my flashlight." 


Deputy Banks stated that he saw Hernandez holding the flashlight with his left hand as 
Deputy Ramos and Deputy Lopez attempted to gain control of his left arm. He stated that 
he saw Hernandez's right hand under his body and out of view, Deputy Banks stated that 
he attempted to gain control of Hernandez's right arm and while doing so, he continually 
told Hernandez to stop resisting. Deputy Banks reported seeing Deputy Alvarado kick 
Hernandez several times. Deputy Banks' report of this was consistent with the information 
provided by Deputy Alvarado. Deputy Banks said he was able to struggle Hernandez's 
right hand behind his back and handcuff him. Deputy Banks also reported witnessing 
Deputy Farrell apply the Rip-Hobble to Hernandez's legs because Hernandez was violently 
kicking at them. 


Deputy Daniel Farrell stated that he and ОД © cp 

went to the location in response to Deputy Ramos’ broadcast of being involved in a fight. 
He stated that upon his arrival, Hernandez was already handcuffed and lying face down 
on the ground, but was kicking violently. Deputy Farrell stated that at the direction of 
Deputy Ramos, he applied a Rip-Hobble Restraint to Hernandez's legs in order to prevent 


him from kicking them

He said because the porch was dark 
he did not specifically see any aspect of the fight, but heard scaffolding which he 
associated with a fight and the sound of the Tazer being activated. Еи: the initial 
two deputies fought with Hernandez "quite a bit" before assisting units arrived. 


Suspect Hernandez was interviewed about the incident. He said he was resting on the 
porch and denied drinking or being on drugs at the time of the incident. 


|.A.B. Note: The video tape taken subsequent to the incident (Exhibit-D) 
shows Hernandez being treated by paramedics and at the hospital. 
Hernandez appears to be heavily intoxicated. 


Hernandez admitted that he had used cocaine on the day before the incident, but refused 
to make any other statements. He stated that he would "talk in court." 


Hernandez was later interviewed by Detective Jacob Sanchez, of East Los Angeles 
Station. Detective Sanchez submitted a Supplementary Report detailing the interview 
(Exhibit-B). Hernandez told Detective Sanchez he struck one of the deputies on the leg 
three or four times with a piece of metal. He acknowledged that the deputies used force 
on him because he was “resisting” them. 
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INJURIES: 


Deputy Ramos sustained a minor lacerations to his right shin and right forearm. He did not 
receive medical treatment. His injuries are documented in the video tape (Exhibit-D). 


Suspect Hernandez was treated at County U.S.C. Medical Center Jail Ward for fractures 
to his upper left arm and right ankle. A small laceration on his right palm, and minor 
abrasions on his face, stomach, and lower legs. 


Given the amount and variety of force used, the specific cause of the injuries was not 
determined. The involved deputies reported the application of several types of force to 
each of the injured areas. 

PROSECUTION: 


Suspect Hernandez had multiple charges filed against him in East Los Angeles Court 
(Court Case #4EL06768).
